ENTIRE STRENGTH OF CUBAN 
POLICE THROWN INTO SEARCH 
ATTEMPTED CAFFERY ASSASSINS 


HAVANA,

entire strength of the Cuban na- 
tional police was thrown into a 
search today for four men who 
made a daring attempt yesterday 
to assassinate Jefferson Caffery, 
United 
States 
ambassador 
to 


Cuba. 


The cabinet, shaken by the af- 


fair, met in a special session to 
discuss the plot against Caffery's 
life. The erplosion of two bombs 
in a residential section shortly 
after midnight added to the ex- 
citment which gripped Havana. 


Authorities expressed a determi- 


nation to put an end to terrorism 
which has harrassed Havana for 
months. Police ^iked the city and 
its environs for the assailants. All 
automobiles were searched in the 
vicinity of the diplomat's home. 


Caffery spent the night there. 


A heavy guard surrounded the 
residence. 


The attempt, made in gangster 


fashion, 
did not harm 
Caffery 


but may c-ost the life of Francisco 
Ortega, a soldier on guard at 
the Caffery home. 


Four 
unidentified 
men 
rode 


slowly by in an automobile and 
bit-used away with sawed-off shot- 
guns into the entrance of the 
home. It was the hour Caffery 
usually left for the Yacht Club. 


The ambassador was some dis- 
tance away at the time. One of 
tho several phots tore off Ortega's 
leg.Pollce blamed "communists or 
other radicals'' for the attempt. 
Thirty radio equipped cars were 
employed to run down clues which 
atUhoritles said were "very good." 


President Carlos Mendieta and 


nearly every cabinet member vis- 
ited the ambassador's 
home be- 


fore the special meeting and ex- 
pressed regrets- at the incident. It 
is on a hill overlooking Havana, 
six miles from the embassy.

AMARILLO, May 22.—f/P)—Gene 


Howe, Amarllo editor, said today 
a survey he had Just completed 
revealed President 
Rosevelt 
as 


having complete mastery of the 
nation," in contrast with the 60 
men James W. Gerard said were 
running the United States in 1030. 
Howe, son of Ed Howe, famous 


Kansas editor, and a controversial- 
ist who has tilted with Mary Gar- 
den and other notables, picked 49 
of the president's chief 
advisers 


'who are consulted at his pleasure 
rather than their leisure," He call- 
ed at least half of them "yes" 
men, 
and said "there Is not one of 


the remainder who can speak for 
the president without first consult- 
ing him." 


Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt heads 


the list of advisers which Howe, with 
the aid of newspaper 
men 
In 


Washington, New York, Chicago, 
and other eastern cities, selected 
after a month's 
survey. 
Howe 


made one trip through the east to 
obtain first-hand information. 


Gerard's list was made up prin- 


cipally of bankers, financiers, and 
big industrialists. .Howe found that 
these classes are not represented 
among Roosevelt's advisers. 


"The closest approach to a fi- 


nancier," he 
said, "is 
Bernard 


Baruch. Then there is Jesse Jones, 
a spectacular real estate operator. 
Jones, who is a natural leader and 
tremendously ambitious, Is reason- 
ably close to Roosevelt, but the 
president 
keeps everyone at 
a 


respectful distance. 


Garner Merely Loyal. 


"Louis McHenry Howe is his In- 


tellectual valet; Jim Farley his 
political strategist, whose advice is 
seldom taken except regarding par- 
ty organization. Vice - President 
Garner doesn't speak or under- 
stand the language of most of 
those who surround the president, 
but is loyal. 


"Hugh Johnson is a bogey man 


who over did it. He takes orders 
from the president. The thunder ia 
his own, the lightning Roosevelt's. 


"Rex Tugweil is a socialite, a 


brilliant conversationalist, a dull 
thinker. He has become publicity 
goat of the administration, and 
likes it. Salvos hurled at him are 
intended for the president. He is 
heaied out." 


Howe said he found the "brain 


trust not very brainy" and Roose 
velt's cabinet "mediocre." 


Mere Figureheads. 


"One 
or two of the cabinet mem- 


bers simply answer roll call," he 
said. "They don't know what It is 
all about. 
Cordell Hull, Henry 


Wallace, and Harold Ickes stand 
out in the cabinet. They have 
deeper and more profound under- 
standing of the economic status 
of this country than any three 
men In the inner circle. 


"If Frances Perkins were a man 


she migh be a president herself. 


Howe places her fourth on the 


list of advisers. 


"Never in the history of the 


Unlttid States, not excepting tha 
administrations of George Wash- 
ington nnd Woodrow Wilson, has 
one individual so completely domi- 
nated ths country as does Roose- 
velt," Howe continued. "He stands 
next to Mussolini and Lenin, am 
above Stalin and Hitler in having 
complete mastery of a nation. 
"He seeks to travel not to the 


left nor to the right, but straigh 
to the hearts of the people. If hi 
had been the war president, h 
likely would have 
out-Wilsoned 


Wilson. 
"Roosevelt's outstanding bid for 


lasting greatness is his willingness 
to change his mind. He has ab- 
sorbed much and learned much in 
the year he has been president 
But he must hear the roars o 
an ungrateful and un-underaand 
ing mob, and stand' hitched, to 


prove that he has the Iron In his 
soul that most of the American 
people think he has."

In these discussions, the Japa-

Want American Invitation.

Boyhood Days Recalled 
Prior

main address Mr. Calvert recall- 
ed his boyhood days in the Home 
and told how a stroll over the 
campus during the day brought 
back old memories. 
He 
made 


many humorous references to the 
incidents that occurred while he 
was a student of the Home and 
declared that he did not want to 
miss another annual homecoming 
of the ex-students of the Institu- 
tion. 


In speaking briefly of the past 
history of the Home and of its 
outlook for the future, Mr. Cal- 
vert said that during the past 
session of the legislature he only 
made a feeble protest against the 
reduction 
of 
the 
salaries for 
teachere and other appropriation* 
for the Home but assured the stu- 
dents and alumni that any furth- 
er reductions in 
appropriations 
for the Home would meet stern 
opposition from him.

DY REV. J. D. GRAY 


WELL BALANCED LIFE URG- 
ED BY ENNIS MINISTER IN 
SUNDAY MORNING SERMON 


Rev. J. D. Grey, pastor of the 


Tabernacle Baptist church of En- 
nls, delivered the 
baccalaureate 
sermon at the I. O. O. F. Home 
auditorium Sunday morning, at 9 
o'clock to the twenty-two gradu- 
ates, students, faculty and friends 
of the Institution. He urged a well- 
balanced life—spiritual, mental and 
physical development, and declar- 
ed that unless spiritual life to- 
ward God was stressed, It was in 
vain. 


Music for the occasion was furn- 
ished by the Glee Club. W. O. Bar- 
low of the Home faculty presided 
and presented the principal speak- 
er following the benediction giv- 
en by H. I. Rush, principal of the 
Home school. 


The scripture passage on which 


the message was based was I 
Samuel, 27:10. 


Road Building and Life 
In the beginning of his remarks, 


ihe Rev. Mr. Grey complimented 
:he graduates on their progress 
and then launched into his mes- 
sage dealing with road building 
as compared to life, outlining the 
various types of roads of the pres- 
ent and past generations and com- 
>arlng the various types with dif- 
erenj lives. He said that man had 
>een building roads since early 
history, and referred to the Roman 
and other roads which are still 


,r 
stressed the Im- 


portance of building and living1 
ives of religion, culture and edu- 
ation. He compared the condi- 
ions in early pioneer days when 
he Spaniards made conquests in 
America for gold and the Pilgrims 
colonized America for God. 
The Rev. Mr. Grey outlined the 
evolution of Texas against Mex- 
ico because the Mexican govern- 
ment declined to furnish educa- 
tion facilities for the youths, and 
that after the independence was 
achieved, 62,000,000 acres of the 
public domain were set aside for 
the education of the Texas boys 
and. girls.
